School Report 


To the Citizens of the Town of Newington— 

We herewith submit the annual report of the Newington 
School Board for the year ending July 15, 1913. 

The year has been one of prosperity with our schools. 
Miss Nellie M. Cummings, a graduate of the Plymouth Nor- 
mal School, was teacher of the grammar department, and 
Miss Alice M. Lord has completed her second year as teacher 
of the primary department; both are loyal, efficient teachers, 
and are accomplishing all that should be expected of them. 

Miss.Lucy M. Hoyt has continued her lessons in music 
the past year with continued success. 

The policy of our Superintendent has been progressive, 
and we believe that good results must come from the efforts 
of such skilled educators as Eugene Tuttle. 

Newington has been progressive by installing a water 
system in our school building during the year, with highly 
satisfactory results, and our schools have an abundance of 
pure, wholesome and refreshing water. 

At the annual meeting of the supervisory district it was 
found necessary for Newington to increase its proportion of 
the expense of supervision from $200 to $250 per year, in 
order to co-operate fully with the other towns in the district ; 
one-half of this sum is received from the state, making the 
increase to the town $25. 

We recommend to the selectmen that they raise $300 for 
High School tuition, and $75 for school books and supplies 
for the coming year. i

Report of the Supenntencent of Schools 


To the School Board of Newington :— 


The statistical tables presented herewith give the sub- 
stance of the regular report sent to the State Department last 
July, together with information more particularly of interest 
to you and citizens of the town. 

During the year (1912-13 school year) the classes were 
considerably disarranged and inconvenienced by some pupils 
leaving, some entering and by irregular attendance, this being 
more especially noticeable because each class is compara- 
tively small in numbers. One pupil was given a certificate for 
admission to the high school and entered the Portsmouth high 
school in September. The per cent. of promotions was very 
low. This was largely on account of the conditions mentioned 
above, and most especially on account of irregular attendance. 
Although the per cent. of attendance for the town was cred- 
itable, that for a few individuals was decidedly the opposite. 
Of the 1,067 cases of absence during the year, 725 cases were 
by children from seven families, and 596 by eight children 
from four families. Of the 169 cases of tardiness, 124 cases 
were by children from only four families, of which one fam- 
ily furnished sixty-seven cases. This last fall term, of 303 
cases of absence, 158 were by only six pupils. I made many 
calls and thereby probably saved a few absences, but, should 
I follow up every case, I should have no time for regular 
school work, which is expected. As we publish in the annual 
report a ‘‘roll of honor” with names of pupils with creditable 
records of attendance, so do I believe it only fair to publish 
in the same report a ‘‘roll of dishonor,’ with names of the 
few responsible for the poor attendance conditions, except, of 
course, where sickness is the cause. I further recommend a 
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resident truant officer, as the conditions seem to demand closer 
application to that part of the school work. 

Some of the distances: are long but not unreasonable, 
many times a few days’ work by pupils at home are conven- 
ient, and a week’s visit to relatives in distant localities is en- 
joyable, but interested efforts on the part of parents can usually 
promote the general welfare of the schools and the pupils by 
insisting upon regular attendance. When a pupil is absent, 
the class work does not wait. The many present cannot be 
held back for the few usually needlessly absent; hence only 
twenty-two pupils promoted and six not promoted last June, 
and, unless a great improvement is made in some cases, there 
are going to be several disappointments when promotion time 
comes next June. ‘The state law now requires attendance 
until the age of sixteen years, unless the elementary schoo) 
course is completed before that age. 

Notwithstanding the fact that a reliable mathematical ex- 
pression of the efficiency of a school system has not yet been 
devised, last year a scheme was made use of by the State De- 
partment of Education to rate the efficiency of school sys- 
tems in towns having high schools, and the sixty towns ranged 
in efficiency from twenty-one to ninety-six on a basis of 100 
and with a median of forty-two. Based upon the same cal- 
culations, Newington showed an efficiency figure of forty-six 
in the year ending 190g, and at present shows efficiency figure 
64, ranking about ina clsss with Exeter, Franklin and Antrim. 

The most notable feature of class room work the past 
year has been the establishment of courses in manual training 
and domestic art, for which provision was made at the schoo} 
meeting last spring. Of the $100 appropriated, the follow- 


ing is the account to date :—

Of the above,.the amount for books and material ($13.15) 
should come from the usual appropriation for books and sup- 
plies, thus showing $60.75 of the appropriation put to imme- 
diate use intended and the balance, $39.25, on deposit for use 
when needed to start the domestic science work and to pro- 
vide additional tools as needed. 

The work has followed the state course of study with 
special adaptation to our needs. The hand work begins in 
Grades I and II, consisting of paper cutting, pasting and card- 
board construction; Grades III and IV continue that work 
and begin raffia and reed work; Grade V continues reed and 
raffia construction, with drawings to measure. Grades VI, 
VII and VIII boys have bench work and girls of Grade VI 
start the sewing course. Cooking is for girls of Grades VII 
and VIII, but as there are no girls in those grades at present, 
no material was provided for the domestic science; hence the 
unexpended part of the appropriation reserved for this course 
when needed. 7 | 

I believe the institution of this work has been thoroughly 
justified by the interest and results. The deputy state super- 
intendent having in charge these branches of school work 
visited the school and commented favorably on our conditions, 
and I make no reservation in saying that -our equipment at 
present will compare favorably with anything I have seen in 
the state, Normal schools included. As the state plans for 
such work are improved and enriched by experience, the New- 
ington school should be well to the front among schools of its 
class. The first projects completed, though rather crude 
from a finished carpentry point of view, were successful edu- 
cationally, and here it must be understood that our aim is not 
primarily vocational or industrial, but educational. It is a 
generally accepted idea that the child’s powers should be at 
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work along the same general constructive lines as those of 
which have brought civilization into being, himself to actually 
perform those fundamental activities which make civilization 
what it is; therefore the accepted idea of the place in the 
school for the lines of work for which Newington has made 
provision. 

Regular class room work and efforts for good attendance’ 
have been well looked after by the teachers. The work in 
music has progressed favorably under the direction of Miss 
Hoyt. |The Memorial day exercises in the town hall last 
May were well received, and the schools are now at work 
upon an operetta to be given in the hall the last of the term,. 
together with an exhibition of school work, including that of 
the new courses. 

General supplies have been furnished as usual. The 
Houston system of writing is being tried. I have made no 
change in text books, although, as mentioned last year, some 
few changes may be advisable before the end of the year, and 
additions made to the list of general reference books for the 
school library, for reasons mentioned last year. The billfor = 
printing blank forms for report cards, monthly reports, etc., 
was due to the supply being entirely used. I have changed 
the office record of pupils to a form called the N. E. A. Uni- 
form record, which is being used extensively throughout the 
country, thus enabling a pupil in going from one town to an- 
other, to take along a brief statement that will assist in plac- 
ing him to best advantage in the school system of the new 
place of residence. 

I have no recommendations except such as may be han- 
dled directly by the Board. With appreciation for co-oper- 
ation rendered, this report is respectfully submitted.
